of our Author). had been ſoundly Firked, and abomi- 
nably laugh'd at, One fault or ſlip of a Pen now a 
days, is ſufficient reaſon why the whole book ſhould be 
condemn'd : Neither is this all, but you ſhall be ſure 
to have continually ſome good natur d friend or other 
at your elbow, who will ever now and then flap you on 
the mouth with it. The ſevere Critick Longinus, and 
after him our admirable Laureat, take notice, that a 


* man of a ſublime Genius, a man of large paſeeons 


* has not leiſure enough to conſeder of every ſlight ex= 
* pence, will not debaſe bimſelf to the management of
